WASHINGTON, April 26.—Amending of the new im- 


migration bill to permit a. .treaty with Japan to enforce a modi- 
fied form of the "gentlemen's agreement," is the plan of the 
Coolidge administration for the solution of the Japanese ex- 
clusion dilemma, it was learned here tonight. 
The amendment, which is expected to be introduced in the 


senate and house early next week, will provide that if and 
when treaties bearing on immigration are negotiated with 
other governments (especially Japan and others with, inalien- 
able nationals) and these treaties carry out the spirit of the 
immigration biUi then the exclusion clause will not be enforced.

apply exclusion np.t only to laborers, 
but to Immediate relatives of bona- 
fldo Japanese residents now. in till* 
country.

how to find latitude and longitude At 
sea. I showed how latitude may be 
ascertained by noting the elevation 
of the pole star, or the altitude of 
the sun at noon 
Now we take up 
the question of finding the longtitudo, 
for both latitude and longitude t.ust 
be Known in order to ascertain the 
place where the observer la on the 
globe.

For this puipose we have to com- 


pare the local time at any place with 
the time indicated at the eame ab- 
eoluto moment on some fixed meri- 
dian, chosen by common consent as a 
base 
The fixed, or First, meridian 
selected by nearly all mariners is that 
of Greenwich Longitude Is angular 
distance west or ea^t of Greenwich 
The angular 
distance around the 
earth Is 360 degrees, while tha time 
distance around the earth, measured 
by a single apparent revolution of 
the sun through the sky, Is twenty- 
four hours Every angle of 16 degrees, 
therefore, corresponds to one hour of 
time, every angle of 15 minutes of 
arc to one minute of time, and every 
angle of fifteen seconds of arc to one 
-second of time 
One degree f corres- 
ponds to four minutes of time'

THE POPULAR DUTCH COLONIAL 


" Dutch Colonial houses have 
enjoyed considerable popular- 
ity with home builders in the 
last few years. It is a distinc- 
tive and pleasing type, when 
not overdone, but carried out 
with due regard for its proto- 
types. The great danger is in 
exaggeration of the character- 
istics of the old-time buildings. 
We must 
always 
remember 


that it is the principles, not the 
earmarks, of any type which 
should be followed. 


There- are many interesting 


versions of the origin of the 
gambrel - roofed house. That 
most generally favored seems 
to be that the thrifty Dutch 
settlers invented it as a means 
of evading the tax imposed on 
the two-story houses. The 
Dutch Colonial house has the 
spaciousness of full two stories, 
with the homey appearance of 
the one-story or story-and-a- 
half house.

i>orothy and her mother are living 


In their new home at 2801 Everett 
street. Formerly, before the death of 
her father two years ago, they were 
residents of Milford. 


Loses Sight in Illness. 


Until sho was three years of age, 


Dorothy" was as lively and as gay as 
any little girl. She loved to romp and 
play with the other little girls and 
boys in Milford and the thought that 
some day eternal darkness would 
come to her was not even thought of. 
One day, she had a minor Illness- 
just a childish illness that hundreds 
of youngsters have yearly and re- 
cover from as easily as they fell a 
victim to It. 
For Dorothy the story was differ- 


ent. Dreadful complications ensue'd 


and gradually the bright pretty world 
which she had known grew 
blurred 


and vague and then faded away all 
together, with only bits of it that 
could be retained by a little girl's 
memory stored away for the future. 
Too young to appreciate her trouble, 
she 'could only sit around passively, 
passing the time as best she could. 


But as she grew older,1 passlveness 


became irksome and she vowed thai 
blindness should not 'take her out ol 
the world but that she would make 
it-hers, .that disability 
should not 


bring sympathy but that she should 
so live that people would forget the 
sightless eyes and would only remem- 
ber the dauntless spirit and the rol- 
licking notes that jshe could play.:

Has Natural Talent. 


Dorothv has a natural talent for 


music, from the time she was a little 
girl she loved to "pretend" to play and 
since she haa 
begun studying her 


Jnate ability haa often manifested 
herself. Her graduation recital on 
"Wednesday was In piano, but her 
talent on the violin Is » evtra 
more 
marked, and It Is the violin which 
she prefers. G. C. Menzendorf, her 
ilnstructor, says that Dorothy la en- 
dowed with natural pitch and she 
can instantly and acurately give the 
correct pitch of any musical tone she 
hears. 
For the six years she has bean tin- 


der Mr. Menzendorf's instruction, she 
has studied both violin and piano 
For the last year, she has been forced 
to lay 'aside her beloved violin 
order to devote more attention to 
the piano and to prepare for her 
graduation recital- She will return to 
htr first I-;ve. however, for "ho said: 


"I will be glad to have given my 


'piano recital, for at means that" I can 
nefdn my violin study again, and 
'that is what I so want to do. 
Dot othy never practices less than 


four hours a day on the piano, and 
when she was studying- the two in- 
struments, she often practiced four 
hours on tho piano and four on the 
•violin. She learns through the New 
York point system for the blind, a 
raised system, by which she follows 
the score with one hand and plays 
'with the other, after which sho puts 
the two hands together. 
Music for the blind Is limited, how- 


ever, and many -of the heavy noc- 
'turnes. sonatas, and concertos are 
prepared in trie point system. , To 
_,one who has musical ambitions, many 
of theso unobtainable numbers are 
necessary. Because of these limita- 
tions in tho point music. I>orothy 
gives much credit for her success to 
her mother, who has been her eyes for 
many years, and to Mr. Menzendorf.

Her system and course ot study, ac- 
cording to Mr. Menzendorf. haa been 
tho same aa for those with sight, al- 
though Dorothy Is expert in both 
reading and writing the raised point 
system. During: her six years of study 
she has made a careful and compre- 
hensive study of classic and modern 
music and her repertoire covers a 
great number of the best composi- 
tions of the groat masters. Sho haa 
studied harmony, theory of music.

Growing young chicks as well as 


Human beings require vitamins for 
proper development, says Prof. Frank 
E Mussetil, chairman of the depart- 
ment on poultry husbandry, In "Care 
and. Feeding: of Baby Chicks," a re- 
cent'' bulletin -of the agricultural col- 
lege extension service. 
. "At least five essential types of nu- 
trients must be provided in a ration 
for .. growing 
chicks—carbohydrates 
and'fals, proteins,'roughage, miner- 
als; and vitamins," he declares. The 
vitamins essential to poultry growth 
are found in cod liver oil, eggs;, and 
many kinds of vegetables. Since the 
feve*r-increasing development of arti- 
ficial 
incubation 
and brooding of 
chicks, loss Has resulteti from leg 
weakness. Recent experimental work 
indicates that this ailment is very 
similar to rickets in other animals. 
Cod liver oil, which contana the anti- 
rachitic vitamin, prevents the .devel- 
opment of "leg weakness of rickets. 
In experimental work at the college 
of agriculture, the addition of three 
per cent of cod liver oil" to a ration 
prevented weakness even when 
the 
light-conditions were not the beat, 
continues Professor-Mussehl. 


F.ecent Investigation has detncn- 


strnted that sunlight is an effective 


preventive and 
curative 
agent for 
ribketa. 
The Bunllght which comes 


.hrough window glass does not have 
the same curative effect as direct un-
